A HIKE in parking charges and the 
closure of some customer service cen¬ 
tres in Haringey are among the propos¬ 
als in a second round of cost-cutting 
ideas announced by council bosses. 

Some council committees may also be 
merged and child support targeted to 
only the most vulnerable families in 
the borough. 

Detailed plans for a further £34mil- 
lion of savings over three years were 
published on Friday and are in addition 
to more than £28million of cutbacks 


announced in December. 

Central government cuts leave the 
council facing a £46million budget 
shortfall next year alone, and a 13 per 
cent reduction in grants - the second- 
highest cut in the capital behind the City 
of London, and 4.5 per cent above the 
average for outer London boroughs. 

Councillor Joe Goldberg, cabinet 
member for finance and sustainability, 
said: “Haringey is facing the most sav¬ 
age cuts in the borough’s history. 

“We are being made to cut too fast 


and too deep - and trying to find 
these savings has been an incredibly 
difficult task. 

“We lobbied, and continue to fight, for 
a fairer settlement for Haringey - which 
is already one of the most deprived 
boroughs in the country - but our pleas 
are being ignored. Instead, the govern¬ 
ment has prioritised more affluent areas, 
such as Richmond and Dorset.” 

Council leader Claire Kober added: 
“We don’t want to salami-slice services 
to a point where quality collapses - 


we want to ensure that the services we 
offer remain of a high standard. We will 
do our best to prioritise services for the 
most vulnerable and those that matter 
most to Haringey residents, but the cuts 
imposed on us leave reductions in ser¬ 
vices unavoidable.” 

More than 1,000 staff face redun¬ 
dancy and consultation has begun with 
those employees likely to be affected. 

Final decisions on the 2011/12 budget 
will be taken at a meeting of the full 
council on February 17. 


School staff member charged with 
16 counts of creating child porn 


A TEACHING assistant who worked at a school 
in Harringay has been charged with 16 counts 
of making child pornography. 

Dwight Krause, 54, of Newnham Road, Wood 
Green, worked at South Harringay Infants’ 
School in Pemberton Road until the charges 
came to light. 

He will appear at City of Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday after being 
suspended from the school last summer when 
police contacted it with evidence of what they 
had uncovered. 

Officers from the Metropolitan Police’s Abuse 
And Extreme Images Unit, part of the Serious 
Crime Command, are investigating. 


None of the images are thought to relate 
to children at the school. 

A spokesman for Haringey Council said: 

“Mr Krause was suspended as soon as we were 
informed by the police of the evidence they 
had discovered. 

“We are unable to comment in any further 
detail as we would not want to prejudice any 
legal action.” 

Council staff have sent letters to parents of 
children at the school and arranged for a police 
officer, a social worker and a representative 
from children’s charity NSPCC to meet with 
parents on Friday and answer their questions.

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Report sheds light on rise in 
number of converts to Islam 


THE number of British people 
converting to Islam has almost 
doubled since 2001, according to 
a new study commissioned by a 
former councillor in Haringey. 

The report, entitled A Minority 
Within A Minority, was carried 
out by the inter-faith think tank 
Faith Matters, which is headed up 
by former Liberal Democrat Noel 
Park councillor Fiyaz Mughal. 

It estimates that the number of 
people converting to Islam has 
risen from about 60,000 in 
2001 to up to 100,000 today. 
Researchers spoke to 120 converts 
- many of whom are white 
women - to gain an insight into 
the experience of Muslim 
converts around the UK - and 
many of their findings were 
groundbreaking, as Mr Mughal 
explained to the Advertiser. 

“There are many discussions 
around the subject of people 
converting to Islam - some of it 
good but many of the discourses 
have been negative. There has 
never been a proper study into 
the subject so we decided it 
would be good to look at what 
the facts actually are. 

“The assumption is that 
converts are often young and 
vulnerable but this study shows 
that it is just not the case. We 
found the average age of converts 
is actually 27 or 28, which 


suggests people are taking their 
time and having rational 
discussions about the issue, 
looking at it later on in life for 
spiritual and theological reasons. 

“Many of those converting in 
recent years have been women, 
which is interesting. 

“Also striking was that more 
than 90 per cent of converts 
believe they can act in local areas 
as bridges between Muslims and 
non-Muslims. So, as a community, 
they have much to offer our 
country and to both Muslims 
and non-Muslims.” 

While many assume women 
turn to Islam simply because they 
are marrying a Muslim man, 

Mr Mughal said this was not 
overwhelmingly the case. 

Another chapter of the report 
is dedicated to the way Islam is 
represented in the UK media and 
concludes that British national 
newspapers help perpetuate 
negative stereotypes of Islam. 

The majority of stories 
published about people who 
have converted to the religion 
are linked to terrorism and 
extremism, the report claimed. 

Mr Mughal’s next project, 
already under way, is a report 
on the support on offer for 
vulnerable converts in all faiths.

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Spurs’ boss defends 
ditching of Olympic 
track if club win bid

SPURS chairman Daniel Levy has out¬ 
lined his reasons behind the controver¬ 
sial bid to take over the Olympic stadium 
in an open letter to fans. 

Writing before the final decision from 
the Olympic Park Legacy Company on 
their preferred bidder for the £500mil- 
lion stadium, Mr Levy outlined an 
“iconic” vision which he promised 
would include a “comprehensive athlet¬ 
ics legacy”. 

Spurs have gone head-to-head with 
their Premier League rivals West 
Ham United and submitted rival bids 
to take over the stadium following the 
2010 Games. 

But Tottenham have also received 
planning permission from Haringey 
Council for a multi-million-pound 
development next to their existing home 
at White Hart Lane, and their bid for 
the east London site has been viewed 
by many fans and Tottenham residents 
as a betrayal. 

The club has also been criticised for its 
plan to demolish most of the Olympic 
site and rebuild it, with Tottenham MP 
David Lammy calling the scheme “a 
diabolical waste of public money”. 

In the letter, which was published on 
the club’s website, Mr Levy said: “Our 
proposals for the Olympic stadium 
include an iconic 60,000-seater stadium 
which would rank among the finest in 
the world and deliver one of the best fan 
experiences anywhere in Europe. 

“Proposals include reusing the exist¬ 
ing infrastructure to maximise the bene¬ 
fit of the public investment to date. The 


easiest option for us would undoubtedly 
have been to bid for the Olympic sta¬ 
dium site with a retained athletics track. 
But it would have been the wrong 
option. The front-row seats in the 
Olympic stadium, with a retained track, 
would be up to 45metres from the pitch; 
in our stadium design they would be 
eight metres from the action.” 

Mr Levy further explained that foot¬ 
ball and athletics cannot co-exist suc¬ 
cessfully in the same stadium. 

He added: “There are examples all 
over the world of clubs removing tracks 


or moving stadiums simply because of 
the poor spectator experience and lack 
of sustainability in the long-term due to 
decreasing attendances. 

“I’m ever conscious of the feelings of 
our fans - on all fronts. I have never 
made any secret of the fact I’m ambi¬ 
tious on behalf of this club and our fans. 
A new stadium is critical to our 
continued success.” 

OPLC was due to announce its deci¬ 
sion on Friday but postponed the 
announcement, saying it needs more 
time to study the bids. 


Cellist plucked

Gliding to a new

S LIP into some sequined lycra, lace up 
your too-tight boots and get set to bust 
some wobbly moves - Alexandra Palace’s 
ice-rink has re-opened following a £2.3- 
million revamp. 

And even if you do not fancy the chance to 
mimic the likes of Kerry Katona and rap wonder 
Vanilla Ice, currently spinning and sliding their 
way through this year’s Dancing On Ice series on 
ITV1, palace chiefs hope you will pay the new 
rink a visit. 

Reopening last week to much fanfare, includ¬ 
ing a spectacular gala launch event on Friday 
evening and a visit by rapper-of-the-moment 
Chipmunk, the rink has been closed for nine 
months to allow refurbishment work to take 
place. The entrance hall and changing rooms 
have received a much-needed spruce-up, a new 
more environmentally friendly chiller system 
has been installed and the ice surface has been 
improved to make it flatter and easier to skate 
on, (or so they told me). 

I was one of the first to take to the new rink, 
risking a humiliating mishap in front of the 
assembled workmen, but still eager to try it for 
size without any whizzing, showboating show- 
offs in sight. 

“It’s a really great surface - the ice is so fast!” 
enthused 28-year-old skating coach Becky 
Smith, as she took me by the hand and guided 
me, very slowly, across the rink. 

“It’s difficult to put into words why I love skat¬ 
ing so much,” she said after completing a few 
gliding, elegant circuits, skating backwards and 
turning with breathless ease. 

“It’s hard to explain how it feels until people 
have skated themselves. I think people either hate 
it - because they don’t have the confidence and 


are fearful of the ice - or they absolutely love it 
and are hooked for life. It’s definitely not an easy 
sport though. It’s actually one of the most difficult 
because you have to combine balance, power and 
flexibility. It incorporates everything.” 

The fact that the investment has addressed the 
lumps and bumps in the rink’s surface means that 
the palace’s championship skaters will now be 
able to compete on an international level and it is 
hoped that the palace’s ice hockey team will also 
soon be reinstated. 

But Rebecca Kane, managing director of 
Alexandra Palace Trading Limited, hopes that 
ordinary families will also flock once again to the 
rink for some old-fashioned family fun... and 
bring with them some much-needed cash. 

She said: “I really want to see the 15 and 16- 
year-olds coming back. I’ve loved seeing them 
come down here and know that they’re choosing 
to spend their pocket money or cash from their 
Saturday jobs on coming here to skate. That’s 
why we got Chipmunk down. He’s a Tottenham 
boy and has great memories of skating here when 
he was younger. 

“I think ice-skating appeals to a massive range 
of people. We have disco nights on Saturdays, a 
chill-out skating session on Sundays, toddlers 
on ice and adult coffee drop-in sessions and 
we’re also planning special events throughout 
the year such as on Valentine’s Day. 

“We can also offer team away and training 
days here because we have the conferencing 
facilities at the palace as well, and obviously 
birthdays and private parties too. 

“I think ice-skating is great first date material 
too - so much more fun than the cinema.” 

Just as I start to build up confidence on the ice 
and even attempt going backwards - without a 
bruise in sight - it’s time to let the experts do 
their stuff and finish getting the surface ready for 
the big show on Friday evening. 

Though it’s tempting to sit inside on cold win¬ 
ter nights and watch perma-tanned celebrities 
moan and sob all over their spandex, having a go 
at the real thing has to be a better option.

BARNEY’S VERSION is a dirty, 
good-for-nothing lie. Not because 
it’s based on one man’s highly 
questionable version of events but 
because it centres on Paul Giamatti 
sleeping with or marrying a host of 
utterly divine goddesses.

PIENAAR’S JOY 
AT SPURS MOVE

STEVEN PIENAAR has backed Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur to win silverware this 
season after completing his move to 
White Hart Lane. 

The South Africa captain turned down 
the chance to go to Premier League 
champions Chelsea when he joined 
Spurs from Everton last week in a 
£2.5million deal, and made his debut at 
Newcastle on Saturday - when Totten¬ 
ham needed a last-gasp leveller from 
Aaron Lennon to snatch a 1-1 draw. 

And Pienaar is confident that the club 
can continue the progress they have 
made since Harry Redknapp took over 
as manager in October 2008. 

“I’m delighted to be here,” he said. 
“We are not far off first place in the 
Premier League, so I think we’ve got a 
good chance to go all the way and win a 
trophy this season. 

“When you look at the way the team 
has been playing, they are really serious 
challengers for the cups, while the run in 
the Champions League has made a lot of 
people change their minds about Spurs. 


“As a player you want to play in a 
good team and challenge yourself, 
and that’s what I always try to do as an 
individual. 

“Every footballer wants to play in the 
big games. I’ve got a good history against 
AC Milan because I scored against them 
in the Champions League [for Ajax], so 
if I get an opportunity against them with 
Spurs hopefully I’ll do the same again.” 

Redknapp was happy with Pienaar’s 
contribution on his debut, and is confi¬ 
dent that the midfielder will go on to 
have a big impact at the club. 

“I was very pleased with him, he’s a 
good player,” the manager said. “He got 
cramp in the last five minutes, but 
that can happen with nervous tension 
on your debut. 

“He’s at a new club and he’s spent the 
week travelling back and forth. I threw 
him in at the deep end and I was pleased 
with his performance. 

“He’s a good footballer. I like people 
who can play and he’s good on the ball. 
I think he will do well for us.”
